W&CE testing for 7 th , 

8 th , and 1 0 th graders will be held 
on Wednesday and Thursday on 
November 1 4 and 15. Ninth, 
eleventh, and twelfth graders 
don’t have to come to school 
those days, since they are not 
taking it.

Enrollment Increases This School Year

The halls will seem a little more crowded this 
year as about sixty additional students are enrolled 
in Eisenhower High School and Middle School, 
“Most of the new students had recently 
moved to New Berlin from other communities,” 
said Michael Fesenmaier, Eisenhower Principal. “If 
more families are moving into the District, it means 
that New Berlin schools have a good reputation” 
The two grade levels that have seen the highest 
increase was seventh and eighth grade. Overall, the school 
saw about a 4,5% increase over last year's enrollment 
figures. While some of the classes may have a slight 
increase in the number of students, the most impacted 
areas are foreign languages, science and social studies as 
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these classes are very popular with college bound students. 

The number of students attending Eisenhower 
has an impact upon how much money the school district 
can expect to receive from the State of Wisconsin. 

“Our state funding is determined by the number 
of students we have each year,” said Fesenmaier, 
Every year, a census is taken on the third Friday of 
September to determine how many students are enrolled 
in each school. The more students enrolled in a school 
impacts how much money the state will give New Berlin. 

This past year, the funding in taxable dollars 
was $10,833 per student. With the increase in 
students, the state may give the District more money 
to help pay for cost of education in New Berlin,

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College Admissions: Do’s and Don’ts

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The college application processes can 
be rather confusing when trying to sort out the 
different requirements for each college or university. 

In researching the best hints to make the 
application process easier the following list written by 
Randall S. Hansen, Ph.D, was universal 
to all colleges. Hansen is a tenured, 
professor of marketing in the 
School of Business Administration 
at Stetson University in DeLand,

• Don't wait until the last 
minute to begin the 
application process; the 
earlier you start, the 
better off youll be. And 

do read the application instructions carefully 
to be certain you are following directions and 
including everything each college requests. * 

• Do familiarize yourself with the college 
admissions timeline. 

• Do continue to take challenging and advanced 
courses your senior year in high school and 
earn good grades in those courses. 

• Do develop a set of criteria (entrance 
requirements, reputation/ranking, location, costs, 
majors, etc.) for developing your list of colleges. 

• Do work with your family and guidance 
counselor in narrowing down your list of 
colleges to a reasonable number. 

• Do research each college or university to 
determine entrance requirements, fees, and due 
dates of applications. 

• Do consider making campus visits to the 
colleges that most interest you. 

• Do include a mix of colleges in your final choice 
that include at least one or two “stretch” 
schools, some number of good fit schools, and 
perhaps one “safety” school. But don’t sell 
yourself short when considering your list of 
schools. 

• Dor ft panic if you don’t score as well as you 
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hoped on the standardized tests (SAT, ACT). But 
dte plan on taking them again and attempting to 
perform at a higher level. 

Do commit the most time to writing, editing, 
and rewriting your college essays. And have at 

least one other person proofread your 
final drafts. 

* D just ask the popular 
teachers to write letters of 
recommendation for you. Instead, do 
ask teachers who really know you, 
your interests, and your potential. 

♦ D@ stay involved in volunteering 
and community service activities. They 
look good on a college application, and 
provide you with valuable skills and 
experience you’ll need when it’s time 
to apply for internships and jobs while 
in college.
